Ruel W oodward W ill Serve 3 Y ears and 
2 Months in S tate’s Prison. 


Uuel Woodward, the W atervliet man 
who was convicted in the circuit court 
last week of criminally assaulting his 
little 11-year-old step*daughter, Vera 
Abernethy, was arraigned in court yes­ 
terday afternoon to receive his sen­ 
tence. 


The judge had received letters and 
petitions from the neighborhood in 
which Woodward resides, requestirg 
a liglit sentence in view of the fact that 
Woodward was intoxicated when he 
made ttie assault. The letters evident 
ly had son^e elTcet upon .1 udgeCoolldge 
as he sentenced him to three years and 
two montlis at hard labor in the state’s 
prison at .laekson.

Hong Kong, May 3.—There Is no news 
of the American squadron beyond a pri­ 
vate telegram from Captain Concha, of 
the Spanish cruiser Don Juan de Aus­ 
tria, to his children at a convent school 
here, mentioning that lirlng has been 
heard in the direction of Corregidor 
island. It Is assumed from this that the 
Americans were reconnolterlng the en­ 
trance and trying the southern side of 
the Island, which Is six miles wide and 
surrounded by rocks and shoals, though 
not believed to be mined. There Is no 
news either of the Spanish squadron, 
but according to the latest advices it 
could not take the offensive In any case.

SPANISH ACCOUNT OF THE FIGHT. 


Do Is the l,iutt Nation to Ucar of His Own 


Sea Victory. 


W ashington, May 3.—It is a curious 
fact that the nation most Interested of 
all the great powers in the combat that 
took place at Manila Sunday should be 
among the last ofilclally to know of the 
result. Up to the close of ofTlce hours 
yesterday absolutely the only Informa­ 
tion that our government had received 
of the brilliant victory of Commodore 
Dewey and the winning of the battle

London, May 3.—The Madrid corre­ 
spondent of The Times describing the 
engagement 
at 
Manila 
says: 
“The 
OlymiJia, the Boston, the Raleigh, the 
Concord, the Petrel and the Monocacy 
entered tho bay under cover of dark­ 
ness by the smallor and safer Bocachlca 
channel. The ftirts of Corregidor Island 
gave the alarm by lirlng on the intrud­ 
ers, but they seem to have Inflicted no 
serious damage. The American squad­ 
ron moved up the bay and at 3 o’clock 
in the morning appeared before Cavile. 
Here, lying under iiu* .siiclier ui lii** 
forts, was the Spanish squadron. Ad­ 
miral Montejo, a few days before, went 
to Subic bay to look for the enemy, but 
learning that they were vastly superior 
in force had prudently returned and 
placed his ships under the protection of 
the forts. 


This was his only chance of meeting 
the enemy on something like equal 
terms, and it did not sufllce. Soon the 
Americans opened flre. The Spaniards 
replied vigorously and the combat con­ 
tinued without Interruption for four 
hours, during which the Don Antonio 
de Ulloa was sunk, the Castillaand Min- 
dan were set on flre and the Reina Ma­ 
ria Christina and the Don Juan de 
Austria were seriously damaged. One 
or two of the smaller craft were scut­ 
tled by their crews to escape capture. 
Others took refuge in a small neighbor­ 
ing creek emptying into Bakor bay 
Where, presumably, the American ships 
were unable to follow them. But not 
one surrendered." 


Other details of the light state that 
Admiral Montejo was taken altogether 
by surprise, and that the Spanish au­ 
thorities generally were in a state of 
utter unreadiness.

of Manila on May day came to the gov­ 
ernment through the medium of the 
press dispatches. 
If the report Is true 
that Commodore Dewey has begun a 
bombardment and blockade of the city 
of Manila it Is unlikely that he can 
spare a vessel from his fleet to carry 
the news to Hong Kong, the nearest 
cable station, so It Is not kno\vn when 
oiTiclal advices will come. 


The greatest anxiety Is felt as to the 
sasualltles sustained by the American 
fleet. From the stubborn defense made 
by the Spaniards it is feared that they 
t)urnt. blew up or sunk their ships they 
managed to inflict severe damage upon 
Commodore Dewey’s squadron. If Com­ 
modore Dewey has lost a considerable 
portion of his men It Is feared he will 
be much embarrassed in the work of 
m aintaining possession of Manila for 
lack of sufllclent forces. United States 
naval ve.ssels are always undermanned, 
according to European standards, and 
it will not be po.ssible, having regard to 
the safety of the ships, to spare any 
considerable number of men to keep the 
city, especially If the engagement has 
disabled many of them. 


There was some talk yesterday of 
sending troops out from San Francisco 
to aid In this work, but this has not yet 
taken shape as far as can be learned, 
and it Is likely that the department will 
wait to hear from Commodore Dewey 
himself before taking any action. 
It 
may be—and in fact it is expected—that 
by combination with the insurgents he 
will succeed in having his men relieved 
of the task of garrisoning Manila. As 
to the future of the island, It is likely 
that the government will retain posses­ 
sion of a t least one good port, such as 
Manila, for a coaling station and base 
of supplies during the ram ainder of the 
war. In the possession of these islands 
the United States will enjoy a powerful 
weapon In enforcing terms of peace 
with Spain.

Their military tactics were simple in 
the extreme, but they worn all the case 
reqaired. They relied primarily npou 
surprises, secoudarily upou noises, with 
a vague and diminutive tertiary olemout 
of rtiliauoe npou weapons. 


The first sallies failed in this enconn- 
ter, but even though weapons were free­ 
ly used for a brief period there was no 
considerable waste of material in tbe 
line of ammunition during tbe course 
of tbe combat. 1 noticed that most of 
tbe spears, waddies, clubs, or whatever 
iveapons were thrown were either actu­ 
ally caught in the air or quickly gather­ 
ed up and burled back again. There was 
very little waste of blood, too. 1 am 
sure, if, indeed, blood spilled upon a 
native battlefield can be accounted 
wasted. There was very little waste of 
anything but words, and they were not 
really wasted, on our side at least, for 
they won the day. It was much less ex­ 
pensive and much more sensible than 
civilized war. There was all of the fun 
and excitement and noise in that battle 
that there is in a good game of football, 
without one-half the danger and serious 
results. There was as real relief to pent 
up patriotism and as good an airing of 
strained diplomatic relations, as well 
patronized an opportunity for calling 
hard Dames and saying bad things of 
each other, as completo exultation in 
▼ iotory, and as thoroogh, submissive 
chagrin in defeat as great guns and 
modem munitions ever secured for two 
nations, and, withal, it was as harm-
